THE  COVER  DESIGN 


The  Grist  Mill  is  on  the  River  Road  in  East 
Clarendon,  next  to  the  Covered  Bridge.  It 
was  built  circa  1898  by  Nicholas  Powers  to 
replace  an  old  grist  mill  that  ground  flour 
out  of  wheat.  This  grist  mill’s  main  purpose 
was  to  grind  corn  and  grain. 

The  artist  is  Marilynn  Verna  (Wingfield) 
Candlish,  who  grew  up  in  the  Town  of 
Clarendon  and  has  grown  to  love  the  old 
buildings  that  still  stand.  Now  residing  in 
Rutland,  she  teaches  art  at  Whitehall  High 
School,  New  York.  She  is  a  member  of  the 
of  the  Rutland  Area  Art  Association,  the 
Southern  Vermont  Art  Association,  and  ex¬ 
hibits  at  the  Chaffee  Art  Gallery  and  the 
Stratton  Arts  Festival.

We  hold  meetings  on  the  second  and  fourth  Mondays  of  each  month 
at  7:30  P.M.  These  meetings  are  usually  held  at  the  Town  Clerks  Office 
with  the  exception  of  special  Selectmen’s  meetings,  which  are  held  at 
the  School.  We  would  like  to  encourage  members  of  the  Community  to 
attend  these  meetings. 

A  summary  of  our  1974  activities  is  as  follows:

2.  Bridge  No.  26,  located  on  Town  Highway  No.  23,  was  seyerly  da^ 
maged  last  spring  by  water  and  frost.  A  temporary  bricige  was 
built  by  the  State  on  top  of  the  old  bridge,  until  a  new  bridge  can  be 
constructed  in  the  Spring  of  1975.  The  new  bridge  will  be  31  feet  long 
and  will  consist  of  steel  I-beams,  a  plank  deck  and  new  abutments. 
Carl  Lanfear  has  been  appointed  foreman  for  this  project,  the  cost 
of  which  is  estimated  at  $25,000,  with  the  Town’s  share  being  $5,000.00. 
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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT  (Continued) 


3.  The  Town  salt  shed  and  sand  pile  have  been  moved  from  the  top 
of  Walker  Mountain  to  the  new  Town  Garage  site  located  at  Clarendon 
Flats.  The  capacity  of  this  building  is  approximatey  50  tons  of  salt. 
This  will  enable  the  Selectmen  to  purchase  salt  by  the  trailer  load,  if 
it  is  more  economical.  The  shed  was  built  by  the  Town  crew  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $1,000. 

4.  We  have  reviewed  plans  for  the  construction  of  an  equipment 
shed  (30’  x  45’)  to  be  erected  on  the  Town  Garage  site.  This  would  be 
used  to  house  the  remaining  road  equipment  that  is  presently  being 
left  outside. 

5.  The  new  Austin-Westin  Road  Grader  was  delivered  last  Septem¬ 
ber.  This  replaced  our  old  grader  which  was  used  by  the  Town  for  ap¬ 
proximately  22  years.  An  attempt  was  made  to  purchase  the  grader 
through  the  State,  but  this  was  not  feasible.  The  purchase  price  was 
more  than  anticipated,  but  it  was  felt  that  the  model  purchased  would 
provide  the  same  excellent  service  that  we  have  been  used  to  in  the 
past. 

6.  We  are  investigating  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck  to  replace  the 
1971  International  which  has  literally  reached  the  end  of  the  road.  The 
new  truck  will  be  considerably  heavier  than  has  been  purchased  in 
the  past  and  should  give  better  service. 

7.  It  was  voted  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  to  investigate  the  setting 
up  of  an  equipment  fund  to  be  used  for  the  replacement  of  old  equip¬ 
ment.  We  have  included  in  the  budget  the  sum  of  $10,000.  for  this  fund  in 
1975.  This  amount  was  determined  by  using  the  hourly  equipment  use 
rates  established  by  the  State  of  Vermont,  as  follows:

8.  Discussion  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  indicated  that  the  voters 
favored  updating  the  property  appraisals.  Therefore,  we  have  author¬ 
ized  the  Listers  to  proceed  with  this  updating  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$4,000.00. 

9.  Identification  signs  for  all  roads  in  the  Town  are  being  made  by 
James  Tiraboschi  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $300.  and  should  be 
installed  by  Spring. 

10.  During  the  past  two  years,  we  have  received  a  great  deal  of 
criticism  regarding  the  condition  of  the  Town  Cemeteries.  In  1974,  ap-

proximately  $1,150.  was  spent  on  cemetery  care  and  this  barely 
scratched  the  surface.  We  have  concluded  that  a  Cemetery  Commis¬ 
sion  was  necessary  to  oversee  what  has  become  a  major  project.  The 
following  people  have  been  appointed  to  this  Commission: 

Ruth  Hebert,  Zeola  Raiche,  Donna  Gilman,  Betty  Dubeau, 
Lillian  D’Aniello,  Irene  Hill  (Consultant) 

One  of  the  first  items  on  the  agenda  for  this  new  Commission  is  a 
study  of  the  projects  necessary  to  bring  our  cemeteries  up  to  proper 
condition.  If  you  wish  to  contribute  your  time  and  energy  to  this  pro¬ 
ject,  please  contact  any  of  the  members  of  the  Commission. 

11.  During  the  year,  we  attended  several  hearings  in  Rutland  be¬ 
fore  the  District  Environmental  Commission  related  to  Commercial 
and  Industrial  development  in  and  adjacent  to  the  Town. 

Our  efforts  assisted  in  bringing  the  new  Russ  Smith  auto  sales 
agency  to  the  junction  of  New  Route  7  and  Route  103.  This  involved 
no  small  amount  of  work  considering  the  opposition  which  developed 
against  this  project  during  the  environmental  hearings. 

One  of  our  biggest  continuing  projects  in  the  future  will  be  the 
development  of  a  larger  tax  base  from  which  to  support  our  vastly  in¬ 
creased  revenue  requirements.  This  will  be  done  by  attracting  clean 
commercial  and  industrial  construction  in  Town.  One  of  our  1975  pro¬ 
jects  will  be  to  catalogue  what  we  have  to  offer  to  new  businesses 
looking  for  a  place  to  build.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CLARENDON 
BOARD  OF  LISTERS 


Both  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Board  of  Listers  of  Clarendon 
have  felt  there  were  too  many  inequities  of  property  appraisals  in  the 
town.  Therefore  at  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  agreement 
of  the  Listers  it  was  decided  to  do  a  complete  update  of  appraisals  to  be 
ready  for  the  1975  Grand  List  book. 

Most  of  these  inequities  were  caused  because  there  is  not  suf¬ 
ficient  time  between  town  meeting  and  the  publication  of  the  Grand 
List  to  review  any  established  properties  and  to  appraise  all  new  pro¬ 
perties  and  land  sales  that  have  transpired  in  any  given  year. 

The  goal,  of  course,  is  to  have  all  taxpayers  pay  their  fair  share 
of  taxes  and  that  we  feel  that  everyone  wants  to  pay  his  fair  share. 

In  order  to  do  this  we  are  visiting  each  property,  checking  for 
structural  changes  and  improvements  and  proper  acreage.  In  many 
cases  the  only  way  to  determine  acreage  is  to  ask  the  landowner,  as 
many  deeds  do  not  include  acreage. 

In  accordance  with  state  directives  each  property  owner  will  re¬ 
ceive  notification  of  his  new  appraisial  and  dates  and  time  when 
grievances  will  be  held  (by  appointment). 

Any  grievance  must  be  in  written  form,  whether  you  plan  to  ap¬ 
pear  in  person  or  not,  delivered  to  the  Listers  on  or  before  the  grie¬ 
vance  meeting.  Dates  of  grievance  will  be  published  in  notice. 

We  plan  to  notify  property  owners  of  their  new  appraisals  by  pub¬ 
lishing  a  list  of  all  properties  in  booklet  form  thereby  giving  the  pro¬ 
perty  owner  the  opportunity  to  compare  his  property  appraisal  with 
appraisals  of  similar  properties. 

Hopefully  this  will  reduce  the  number  of  grievances.

Our  program  includes  Skilled  Nursing,  Physical  Therapy,  Speech 
Therapy,  Occupational  Therapy  and  Home  Health  Aide  services.  This 
is  a  part-time  service  in  your  home  for  you  and  your  family. 

We  also  coordinate  with  the  State  Public  Health  Nurses  to  provide 
Well  Child  pre-school  clinics  and  Handicapped  clinics  to  your  areas. 
We  give  health  guidance  and  preventive  teaching  to  families  and  new 
mothers.  We  also  have  Pre-Natal  classes  for  expectant  parents.  We  pro¬ 
vide  instruction  in  the  care  of  the  patient  in  the  home  as  well  as  giving 
direct  bedside  care. 

We  are  always  available  if  you  have  other  health  problems  that 
we  could  help  with.  We  make  many  calls  to  evaluate  situations  and 
report  back  to  physicians.  This  has  proved  to  be  very  helpful  to  all 
the  area  physicians. 

Our  main  office  is  in  Rutland,  but  we  have  branch  offices  in  Hyde- 
ville  and  Brandon. 

Total  direct  bedside  care  visits  that  were  provided  to  your  com¬ 
munity  during  1974  are  as  follows: 

Skilled  Nursing  Care  141  —  Home  Health  Aide  208

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


This  annual  report  to  the  School  Directors  and  voters  of  the 
Clarendon  School  District  is  the  twenty-second  one  I  have  submitted. 
This  will  be  the  last  one  since  Clarendon  is  to  withdraw  from  the  Rut¬ 
land  Southwest  Supervisory  Union  on  June  30,  1975,  and  join  Walling¬ 
ford  and  Shrewsbury  in  the  new  Rutland  South  Supervisory  Union. 

As  I  look  back  over  the  years  and  think  of  the  events  that  have 
taken  place,  there  is  much  satisfaction  in  the  progress  that  has  been 
accomplished.  During  the  school  year  1953-1954,  Clarendon  had  six 
rural  schools  with  a  total  enrollment  of  204  pupils.  In  the  present  school 
year  Clarendon  has  a  modern  elementary  school  housing  grades  one 
through  six  and  an  adjoining  two-room  building  for  grades  seven  and 
eight.  The  enrollment  this  year  is  345  pupils  in  grades  one  through 
eight.  A  new  union  high  school  building  is  being  constructed. 

In  the  school  year  1975-1976,  the  elementary  school  will  house  only 
grades  one  through  six.  The  union  high  school  will  enroll  grades 
seven  through  twelve. 

The  elementary  staff  will  be  reduced  by  three  teachers.  It  pro¬ 
bably  will  be  necessary  to  use  the  adjoining  two  room  building  to  house 
the  sixth  grade. 

Eliminating  the  high  school  tuition  figure  and  the  cost  of  the  three 
teachers  from  the  elementary  school  budget  will  reduce  that  to  a  figure 
of  $256,933.50.  The  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  locally  is  $39,232.25.
